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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Zisapel 
et al Pub. No U.S. 2003/0195984 A1. 

Re Claim 1, 9-14, fig. 3A teaches a client 105 (a user terminal) coupled of a 
plurality of ISPs via Content Router (an interconnecting device) 145 wherein 145 
receives (a receiving unit) packets from client 105 and determines the destination 
address of the received packet (acquisition unit); fig. 4A teaches 145 performing DNS 
queries for client 105 (a domain name acquisition unit) corresponding to the destination 
IP address in the received packet; fig. 4B teaches proximity table 155 (a destination 
information storing unit) for storing wherein the DNS reply includes information 
regarding the Domain name mapping to the router and ISP (ISP associated with domain 
name); based on the tables, the packet is transmitted by the 145 wherein it is inherent 
that the 145 include means to perform the functions (See col. 9, lines 0130 +). 

Re Claims 2, 3, refer to Claim 1, wherein in fig. 4A, 145 identifies the client 175 
address information (a terminal identification information acquisition unit) and 
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associates the best router with least hop count (a estimation communication terminal) 
wherein the best router is mapped with a ISP; DNS queries are queried to the DNS 
server. 

Re Claim 4, refer to Claim 3, the fig. 2D teaches determining a latency (acquiring 
a response time) wherein the latency is stored and mapped to identify the best router, 
ISP association. 

Re Claims 5-8, refer to Claim 4, wherein the pinging is performed periodically (a 
predetermined period) to update (storing a historical information storing unit) the 
proximity table that stored hop counts to the destination.
